Susan Sarni, Cohasset's 
new Director of Public 
Health, can hardly wait 
to get started, but she’s 
taking the time to put on 
her sunscreen before she 
dives in. Sarni wants to get 
to know the town and its 
needs before making any 
big changes. 

Come summer, Sarni 
is going to hit the sand 
running with a public mel- 
anoma education program. 


This is her pet issue and 
the focus of her graduate 
thesis-in-progress. Sarni 
will complete her Master’s 
Degree in public health 
from the University of New 
England next month. 

Sarni said that beach 
towns like Cohasset are 
high-risk communities for 
skin damage. Men are espe- 
cially at risk because they 
don’t always go to regular 
checkups to have their skin 
examined. Melanoma often 
shows up on their backs, 
where they can't reach to 
apply sunscreen and the 
damage is out of sight. 

With the help of Marv 
Goodwin (Public Health 


Nurse) and Town Manager 
Chris Senior. Sarni wants to 
get the word out. She'll be 
on site at Sandy Beach this 
summer with an ultravio- 
let camera shared by three 
other nearby communities, 
urging beachgoers to use 
their sunscreen. 

Felix Zemel, Cohas- 
set ’s former Health Agent, 
resigned his position last 
November. Jennifer Sulli- 
van of Braintree has filled 
in since then, and it was 
Sullivan who encouraged 
Sarni to apply. 

Sullivan met Sarni while 
the two of them were serv- 
ing as Health Agents for 
different towns - Sullivan 


during her 27-yrar tenure 
with Scituatc. and Sarni 
during her foiu -and-a-half- 
year service to Hingham. 
Sullivan is confident that 
the new Director of Public 
Health can handle the 
responsibility, since she 
has experience with similar 
needs in I lingham. 

Senior said that Sarni 
“universalK impressed all 
of us" with her excitement 
about the profession and 
her studious knowledge 
about the town. She’s really 
interested in working with 
the townspeople and busi-

Family with a heart of Steele

C ohasset just saw 
the anniversary of 
a very sad day: the 
day we lost Margie Steele 
to early onset Alzheim- 
er’s disease.
